well-ki.own dtlaen of Uie Bryaatsville 
S'.'c!

.Mr lliil)ins(>ii. after receiving his 
primary education in tlie public 
schools in the vicinity of his father's 
home, entered aeboid la Lancaster, in 
what «aa known aa tbe "Old Bricii 
School house" near the depot: lie 
afterward entered "Garrard College," 
where he gradaated in 18itl, being then 
eijjliteen years of ai^e. After spending 
(iiie year in Kenlucky riiiversity to 
put tlic tinisMii!^,' Inuclics In liis educa- 
tioii. Ill- l)t't.'aii ti-acliint: scliool as prin 
cipal. of tiie ISiadfiirdsville Academy 
at Ihadfordsville, Ky., wliere lie 
taught in 18!»2-lsi(;j. going from there 
to MazTille, Washington county 
Ky., where he was principal of the 
high school daring the aeaaion of ix!i3 
!)4. DarinR tbe seaalon of vm 'ui3 M r 
III ibinson occupied toe diair of Math- 
ematics in Daaghten College, Har- 
r(Hl>l)urt.'. Ky. 

lie, tatiy in life, conceived the idra 
of iK'Coniiii^' a lawyer and pursued this 
course of teacliintr in order to earn tlie 
necessary funds to enaljle him to at- 
tend a law school; be entered Centre 
College law school, where he gradu- 
ated In 1898; He waa admitted to the 
Lancaster Bar in August of that year 
and at once entered the active prac 
tice of liis chosen profession. Ilis 
«p!enflid iiualiticatinns, ready wit and 
affable manner were not long in win- 
ning; f(ir liiin a Koridly share of the le- 
t'al practice in this cninmunity: tills 
practice has grown steadily, and lie Is 
now recounized as one of the leading 
attorneys, po.«.sc.s.sed of one of tiie most 
iueratlTe practicea at the Lancaster 
Bar. Hia aplendid knowledge of the 
law and aonod Judgment baa brouglit 
him a Tast amount of business in the 
way of tbe winding uptif estate.s, etc., 
and lie is. and for a number of years 
lias been, Public Administrator for 
Garrard county. 

Having iieen raised on a farm, lilce 
the majority of farmer lioys, he still 
retains his love for farm life, and he 
owns in connection with Ills brother, 
and successfully operates, one of the 
model aatall farma of thia section of 
the atate, aa a proof of hIa ability as a 
farmer,his hemp for tbe past two years 
has^Tieea pronounced by tbe dealers 
among tbe best iirou^lit to this mar- 
ket. He is also a good judge of a 
horse and has bred and raised .some of 
the best horses seen in the county. 

Mr Robinson is married and occu- 
pies one of Lancaster's prettiest resi- 
dences, and one of ber most moral and 
suhstantisi dtlsens. Hehaahrngbeen 
active In theeouaella of thedeaMierat- 
ic party, and haa ever been willing to 
contribute more substantial aid than 
advice and council, always giving lib- 
erally to the campaign fund, and tliere 
is not a school house or place of public 
gatliering in the county but lia.s heard 
his voice tlirough more than one cam- 
paign, in the support and defense of 
tbe party witb which he affiliates.

Col. Dave Colson Dead. 
A fter a lingering illness, Col. David 
Colson died at his home in Middiea- 
boro Tuesday night. Col. Colson nev- 
er recovered from the wonnda receiv- 
ed in the Ught witb Etbelbert Scott 
several years ago, and the papers state 
his death was due to nervousness re- 
sulting therefro.11. Col. Colson was 
one of the most popular men in Ken- 
tucky, a thorough gentleman, one who 
would go his length any where to help 
a friend. He was a brother of Mrs W 
B Moss, of this city. 

Vicissitudes of the Hemp Indnttpy. 

The history of the hemp industry 
of Kentucky has shown .some remark- 
able variations. The tendency is con- 
stantly to try to supplant it with some 
.substitute, either of anotller nature 
or hemp of another growth. On the 
other hand, it ia capable of aodi vari- 
ed oaea that as fwt as it ia driven out 
of one, it aeAa another chaaneL But 
It mnat look to Its laurels when It has 
to compete with India jute, which 
sells in America at li cents a lb. 

Prior to 1H75, the Kentucky hemp 
was supreme. About this time, jute 
and iron for bagging and ties began 
to make inroads upon it, and soon had 
superseded it entirely. But about 
187» the harveaUng machines made a 
demand for harveat twine, which forc- 
ed the price ap to tlO per 100 poonda, 
a id tlie crop then went to 15^000 tona 
The next year, the Deerlnga began 
making twine out of Sisal and Manila 
fibre. The price of Kentucky hemp 
then declined until it propped to $4.50 
per 100 pounds in 1880. The crop con- 
tinued to decline until 1885 wlien it 
did not exceed 4,000 tons. The result 
of this tlurrv was that the Kentucky 
output was cut down from 37,000 tons 
to 1A.00O tons, al which figure it re- 
mains todaj. EHnee that time the 
price haa been very mndiaSeetad ky 
the ^Ice of sisal. 
In addition to sisal and Manila great 
q jan titles of Bus.sian and Italian are 
used in America and their price af- 
fects very seriously the value of the 
Kentucky crop. But there still con 
tinues a positive demand for 1,000 
tons of Kentucky hemp. 

In the face of these vicissitudes the 
inherent excellence of the Kentucky 
product haa continued to demand its 
use. Firtt class quality is used ezten 
sively in the mannfactnre of carpet 
yarns. The American Hemp Obmpa 
ny furnishes to the flax manofactur 
ers $100,000 worth of hemp annually. 
The United States Navy is using 250 
tons a year at Charleston, Mass., for 
making twines, ropes and cable8.-^Kj.

At the 8 lie ot attnri.iiitrn cattle lie'd 
al the A!i[i:if.soia Siale Fair at ll;iin- 
iiu last week, 54 head sold for «10,2U4, 
averaging $1'.»0. The top price for fe- 
males was $-150 and for bulls $250. In 
the sale of Herefords at same place 40 
females averaged tll7.5u and 16 bulls 
averaged 099.06. General average of 
66 animals sold, $11 1 50. 

An exchange in predicting good pri- 
eea for tobacco thia faUaaya: "The 
Continental Tobacco Company liav*nt 
any surplus on band, the independent 
tobacco manufacturers haven't any 
stock, the Louisville Tobacco ware- 
houses .say they will not allow the 
Continental Company to corner the 
markets as they did last year. There 
is strong talk of an eastern company 
coming here to buy this crop. The 
crop is nut large, but is leafy and free 
from worm eat, and will be hooaeu 
early, which more than llk^ inaares 
a most desirable qoallty, therefore, 
there is every reason why the pri e 
should range from fifteen to twenty 
cents per pound. 

Because of the drouth in the early 
summer the potato crop was almost 
an entire failure so far as tlieKentucky 
yield was concerned. Many fields fell 
short nearly 70 per cent, of what 
should have bern realized. Now 
comes the information from potato 
Rrowers about Lexington that the 
second or fall crop will be nearly as 
much of a failure aa the trsfc. The 
seed was planted during the imt of 
August, and there has been a continu* 
ous drouth ever since, and it is said 
that even with copious showers from 
now until frost comes the crops can- 
not be saved. This means Kentucky 
must depend on Michigan and Mis- 
souri, and means much higher prices 
than prevailed last season. 

David Rankin, of Atchison county, 
MiaaooritWho, together with his son, 
owns the largeat fimn In the world, 
containing S,0t9 aerea. teUa of the 
enormona crop he raiaea and the 
method he has adopted of using it to 
the best advantage. Mr. Rankin's 
first concern is the corn, for it is the 
corn that makes the business. Of the 
half million bushels which are raised 
on his land, every ear is fed and not 
an ounce is sold. The first principle 
of his system is "buy corn and never 
sell." From all his neighbors the corn 
poura into hia cribs, and some seasons 
be haa fad more than 1,000,000 bushels 
of Uie great tatHnakar. On the pay 
roil are between MOaadaiO nma, va- 
rying with theaoaMMM. These men 
are paid at thante ot tuaaty dol- 
lars a month.
